When asked if Estes would detail 
the electric car plans, however, the 
spokesman said. "I'm Just not able tu 
confirm or deny that." 

The Tribune reported the new 
zinc-nickel oxide batteries would be 
built at GM's Delco-Remy plant In 
Muncle, Ind. 



That's the way it was when Ronald 
Reagan squared off against Gerald R. 
Ford for the 1976 Republican presi- 
dential nomination. Reagan; a con- 
servative wary of a right-wing label, 
had to reach for Issues'fo rationallze- 
hls rivalry with Ford, an Insllnctive 
centrist.

inescapable to note one fact: On the 
three issues with whicii he Is most 
ejearly Identified In the public con- 
sciousness, Kennedy's record has 
been one or almost unbroken futility. 

The national health insdrance plan 
he has championed for 
never been brought to a \' 
the subcommittee level, it 
His efforts to close the 
that both he and Jimmy CaVler say 
are riddling the tax code b*ve been 
repeatedly rejected. And his cam-, 
palgn to keep price controls on in- 
creasingly scarce supplies of energy 
has been rolled over by bath Congress 
and the administration. 

If leadership, then, is the question 
far 1980, as almost everyone seems to 
agree. Kennedy as a presidential 
candidate probably would face a. 



greater burden of skepticism than is 
currently apparent in proving that he 
Is the answer 

In this vein. Carter, like Ford in 
1976. is sure to say to the pretender: 
Well, what would you do differently? . 
If wlll not be un easy question for 
Kennedy to answer. ' -j 

Although Kennedy has been called 
"the last of the' New Deal liberals" 
and Carter "the most 'conservative . 
Democratic president since Grovcr 1 
Cleveland the two men actually have 
agreed on issues far more ofien than 
they halve differed In the 32 months af 
-the Carter presidency. 

In both l977.and 1378, Kennedy was 
among the top 25 percent of Demo- 
Nettle senators In his support of 
Carter's positions on roll-call votes. 
This year he has backed Carter :>8 



times and opposcdhlm only 10. 

In an Interview with The 
Washington Post early Ibis year. 
Kennedy remarked that his dis- 
agreements In domestic policy areas 
in the previous two years had focused 
more often on "the actions by Con- 
gress' " thah^ the administration's 
proposals. That's true of energy; it's 
true of tax matters, and the tuition- 
tax credit." he said. 

Asked last week if that were still the 
case, Kennedy hedged. "It's probably 
more of a combination of elements 
luciay," lie said. , 

The evolution of Carter's energy 
policy toward decontrol of prices and 
Increased subsidy of energy produc- 
tion has brought the president Into 
direct opposition Id Kennedy's long- 
held positions. Kennedy, In turn, has 



begun to put more distance between 
himself and the administration's an- 
ti-Inflation policy, which he pre- 
viously endorsed. 

Beyond those fundamental ques- 
tions; there are specific issues with 
immense emotional content for 
special constituencies on which the 
two men have differed — issues that 
would activate voter blocs of some 
, Importance In a nomination battle. 

Right-to-lifc groups and feminists 
both know that Kennedy has sup- 
ported, and Carter has opposed, fed- 
eral funding of abortions for needy 
women. 

Greek Americans know that Carter 
lifted the arms embargo against. 
Turkey, which was Imposed at the 
time of the Cyprus dispute, and that 
Kennedy opposed that change.

BUHL — From the outside. It looks 
like another new home In the country. 
Its lawn bordering on a bcanflcld. 

Inside it Is a private school-who.se 
teachers arc guarding their most 
precious possession — a belief system 
-that must-be passed on to the next 
generation, as it has been fur cen- 
turies.' 

This Is the Deep Creek Menno; \v 
School, west of Buhl. The lawn Is 
actually a playground. The comple- 
tion of the school this summer was the 
fulfillment of a dream which had lived 
for years In the hearts and hopes of 
the 38 Mennonite families of the area. 
Now they can educate their children 
as they wish, protected from the 
corrupting influences of today's soci- 
ety. 

Allen Wlebe, chairman of the . 
Mcnnonltc school board, says there is 
nothing wrong with the Cast leford and 
Buhl schools that Mcnnonltc children 
used to attend. Nothing. that.ls. that is 
not also a problem In public schools 
•throughout the country. Throughout 
the United States and Canada, Men- 
nonltes are taking responsibility for 
the education of their children. 



Wlcbc cited a lack of discipline, (he 
teaching of evolution, and an un- 
healthy emphasis on competition as 
three drawbacks of public schools. 

And then there arc the Intangibles, 
"the little things," as Wlebe calls 
(hem. it is only natural (hat In a 
million ways the worldly values of 
mainstream America are imparted to_ 
Its young people through Its public ■ 
'chools. "A general state education," 
said philosopher John Stuart Mill, "is 
a mere contrivance for molding peo- 
ple lobe exactly like one another." 

Wayne Amoth conducts Sunday 
morning services in the Mennonite 
church next to the new school. Unpaid 
for his. "ministerial duties, he also 
farms and sells Irrigation pipe, ,111s 
clothes, his manner, and his home arc 
all typically middle class. He and his 
congregation don't forsake material 
belongings. They drive late model 
cars, not hone-drawn buggies. On 
their farms they use modern tractors, 
fertilizers, and pesticides. But when it 
comes to educating their young peo- 
ple, they draw the line. 

"We are looking at spiritual 
benefits," said Amoth. "This Is on: 
main focus. My daughter learned a lot 
in public school. Wc appreciate the 



teachers and the administration 
there. Hut here wc will tench the 
Christian faith as fact. Creation will 
be taught as fact, not as theory. The 
school will be run by Christian people 
for Christian people to create Chris- 
linn people." 

The school Is the result nf a volun- 
teer effort that came naturally Jo.a 
self-sufficient people long accustomed 
to hard work. After 11 opened last fall 
for grades six through eight, con- 
struction soon began on an addition to 
the building. Through Die following 
winter, spring, and summer, the men 
and women. of the congregation all 
donated their spare time to the pnv 
Ject. Now the school has three 
classroomsond an enrollment of 10. In 
grades one Ihrough eight. 

Eighth grade Is the end of school for 
most Mennonite children. After that, 
they usually help around the farm 
until they decide on their life's work. 

"We don't really push fur higher 
education," says Wlebe. in an un- 
derstatement that speaks volumes 
about his straightforward philosophy. 

In accordance with Idaho's compul- 
sory education . law. Mennonite- 
children used lo attend public school 
until ace )C which' In most cases 



meant through 'the 10th grade. Al- 
though their parents never resisted 
the law. they weren't pleased with It, 
either. Puberty, peer pressure, and 
the lure of other lifestyles all took 
their toll - young people began leav- 
ing the faith. 

"We Just had too big a loss," said 
-Wlebe. "We felt it wasn't necessary."-- 
- Then In 1972 Ihe U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled, in Wisconsin vs. Yuder,- Hint 
Wisconsin's compulsory education 
law violated an Amish family's con- 
stitutional right to religious freedom. 
Like the Mcnnonltes, Amish farmer 
Jonas Voder had told, his children 
eight years of schooling was enough. 
Since that decision, local Mennonite 
students have ended their schooling 
after the eighth grade. 

Twenty-two students switched from 
Buhl public schools to the Deep Creek 
school this fall. 

"We hate to lose them," said Clyde 
I'opptcwcll, principal of Buhl Ele- 
mentary School. "Theyjire.good_klds,_ 
studious kids. Our kids get to play 
around a little more." 

Popplewell said he thinks Mcn- 
nonltes are providing an education 
equal lo. slate standards. State law 
says Idaho children must attend 
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public school unless "otherwise 
comparably instructed." leaving the 
definition of "comparably" up to the 
local school board. 

Buhl superintendent of schools- 
Robert Pratt said he has met with 
leaders o( the Deep Creek school to 
discuss their curriculum and found no 
-inadequacies;- - 



Idaho is a relatively easy place lo 
start a private school, according to 
Dr. A.D. Luke, associate state super- 
intendent of public Instruction. 
Private secondary schools must, by 
law, be accredited by the state De- 
partment of Education. But elc- 
mentary'schools (grades one through 
eight) which do not request nccred-" 
itatlon do not have to meet state 
standards. Thus a non-accredited 
school can operate without certified 
teachers. 

Amoth said Ihe church does not 
intend to apply for accreditation 
"because the members see no need for 
-It-nnd-wish-to-control-thelr-schOD 
academically as well as financially. A 
teacher does not have to be certified 
to do a good Job with (he children, he 
said.

The environmental, land, mineral 
and water policies of the Carter ad- 
ministration, largely implemented by 
the secretary of the interior, have 
angered, not only some Washington 
lobbyists but 'have also perturbed 
many Westerners whose livelihood is . 
•tied to public lands and resources. 
Indeed, the West's perennial dlssntls--' 
faction with Washington has -how 
erupted in Ihe.. "Sagebrush Re- 



bellion," an attempt by some Western 
states to capture - legal control over 
the vast federal lands within their 
borders. 

As a committed Westerner, a 
former governor of Idaho, and Ihe 
administration's chief envoy in a re- 
gion that has always been political 
trouble for Jimmy Carter. Andrus 
naturally might be looking for wavs lo 
mollify his disgruntled constituents. 

Instead, he" Is vfgbroiisly denounc- 
ing the administration's critics in the 
West and insisting (hat the federal 
government will do everything In Its 
power to retain control over, all feder- 
al lands. The Sogt/bhish Rebellion, 
Andrus declares, is an attempt by 
economic special Interests "to- 
homswoggle all Americans out of a 
unique land heritage." 

As a result of his down-to-earth 
manner, his resistance to being 
pushed around and a political horse 
sense sharpened by many' successful 
tries for elettlvc office, Andrus has 
emerged as one of the most effective 
and valued members of Carter's Cab-

His gray hair and spare features 
sometimes make him look. older than" 
his 40 years, but Andrus holds his 6"2", 
185-pound frame straight ami moves"' 
decisively. The former logger still 
looks like he could make a living 
felling tre&^and driving a bulldozer In 
the northern Idaho woods, which Is 
how he supported himself In Ihe 1030s 
before hcentered politics. 

"Andrus is a man of his word," said 
Senate Minority Whip Ted Stevens, 
R-Alasko. who has often tangled w ith 
the secretary of the interior over 
Aloskon lands and other Issues, "tf

WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ Senate Democratic leader 
Robert Byrd predicted Saturday the House will 
reverse itself and approve legislation needed to 
Implement the Panama Canal treaties; 

Those who hope to wreck the treaties by killing the 
legislation needed to carry them out arc engaging In 
"wishful thinking," the West Virginia Democrat told 
reporters at his regular weekend news conference. 

"There is no turning back," he said; the treaties 
will remain In effect whether the implemenllng 
legislation Is passed or not . - 

"The country that would be hurt Is the United 
States," Byrd continued, because without the legisla- 
tion the U.S. government would lack authority to 
operate the canal jointly with Panama. 

The majority leader said he hoped a House-Senate 
conference committee will be able to work out 
differences and persuade the House to approve the 
- legislation. 

Tractor explosion Injures 40 

FORT WORTH, Texas (UPI) — A supercharged ' 
tractor exploded at a tractor pull competition Satur-.^ 
day, hurling shrapnel Into a crowd of about 8,000 and 
injuring about 40 persons, officials said. . 

The driver said 14 people were taken from the 
Tarrant County Convention Center to area hospitals 
by emergency vehicles. He said about 25 more were 
taken to hospitals in private cars. 

Witnesses said the' tractor, which was towing a 
heavy weight in competition at the Southwest Tractor 
Association annual event, exploded at the end .of Its 
run, belching fire and throwing hot metal into the 
stands. 

Cancer from new cars? 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Spare tires and upholstery 
In new cars release high levels of cancer-causing 
nltrosamlnes, a public interest group warned Satur- 
day. 

The Center for Auto Safety said the carcinogens 
pose a health threat and asked the federal gov- 
ernment to take Immediate steps to protect the health 
of the occupants of new cars. . 

The Food and Drug Administration recently called 
nitrosamfnes "one of the most formidable cancer- 
causing agents yet discovered." 
~ . The Washington-based Center for Auto Safety cited 
,a new study by researchers at the New England 
Institute for Life Sciences which indicated people 
riding in new cars take in more nltrosamlnes than 
people who cat bacon regularly.

Meat, egg products destroyed 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Food products contami- 
nated with toxic PCBs in two stales have been 
destroyed voluntarily by food processing firms, an 
Agriculture Department spokesman said Saturday. 

Deputy Assistant Agriculture Secretary Sid Butler . 
said a Swift Co. plant at Clinton. Iowa, destroyed 
some chicken' products and a firm in Minnesota 
destroyed a strawberry cake product made with eggs, 
both contaminated with polychlorinated biphenyls. 

Friday, Idaho Agriculture Department inspectors 
cleared about 21,000 pounds or hog feed at Ambrose 
Farms In Wendell and meat produced at the farm 
which was suspected brPCB contamination. 

The farm had fed 27,000 pounds of the feed to its 
hogs, which were then sold to Independent Meat Co. In 
Twin Falls. 

Search for uranium heightens 

ERWIN, Tenn. 1 UPI) — Inspectors using hand-held 
radiation detectors probed every nook and cranny of a 
shuttered nuclear plant Saturday, searching lor a 
missing batch of enriched uranium thai could be 
fashioned into an atom bomb,

The controversy has 
embroiled the local coroner In a legal 
battle over . public release of the 
autopsy report, and has led to civil 
charges and a criminal investigation 
of drug prescriptions by Presley's 
personal physician. 

The singer's death on Aug. 16. 1977. 
was officially attributed to coronary 
arrhythmia - Irregular beating of the 
heart — due la hypertensive heart 
disease related to high blood pre- 
ssure. He was 42 years old. 

Accounts by cousins and former 
employees are contradictory, but 
from them emerges a picture of a 
man who: 

• Collapsed as many as □ dozen 
times In the last year of Ids life and 
required oxygen treatments for re- 
vival. 

• Required medication to go to 
sleep, usually at a a.m. after playing 
racquelboll all night. Often he-would 



require more medication to stay 
□sleep, then other drugs to come fully 
awake. 

• Maintained what he and his en- 
tourage called "the drug trailer" on 
the grounds of his Graceiand mansion 
in Memphis. A full-time nurse lived In 
the trailer and dispensed medication. 

• Would fly In his private Jet to i-is

Fisherman cited for annoying whales

BOSTON (UPI) - A [una boat 
captain who allegedly pestered two 
humpback whales as passengers of a 
nearby tour boat looked on, faces 
arraignment on federal charges of 
harassing and pursuing protected 
mammals. 

Robert W. Lewis, 50,* of Hamilton, 
believed to be the first person In the 
Northeast ever indicted on such 
charges, is accused of using his 
private fishing boat. Lush Life II, to 
annoy two 50-foot humpback whales 
that wore swimming early this 



summer along Stcllwagcn Bank north 
of Provirtcetown. 

Lewis was 1 Indicted Sept. 19 by a 
grand jury for violating the Marine 
Mammal Protection Act of 1972 and 
the Endangered Species Act of Lff7:i. 

"We don't know anything about it 
(the indictment) ; we're all so upset," 
Lewis' wife said Friday. "We read 
about it In the papers. We can't 
understand it. 

''My husband isn't a kid," she said. 
"He wouldn't run over a whale that is 
twice Iheslzo of his boat." 



Assistant U.S. Attorney Joan C: 
Stanley said more than 200 people on 
board whale-watching lour boats off 
the Cape Cod community witnessed 
the Lush Life II chose the two whales 
June 3, 

Witnesses said the whales once had 
to dive quickly to avoid being hit by 
Lewis' boat. 

"He is the only person licensed to 
take the Lush Life II out to conduct 
fishing parties, so wc assume he was 
on the, boat," Stanley said.

on the whale-watching boats. .It's 
pretty stupid Id break the law In front 
of more than 200 witnesses." 
-Tour boat passengers claimed the 
Lush Life II. al a "fairly good rate of 
speed." approached an area where on 
estimated U0 humpback whales were 
swimming along Stellwag'en 'Bank.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - More than 
a— dozen— nominccs—for—rederal - 
judgeships have agreed in recent 
months to resign from all-white social 
clubs under pressure from the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, committee 
sources said Saturday* 

Three of them pledged to quit (he 
clubs within the last few days after a 
new committee policy on" the issue 
was read to them over the phone, the 
sourccssaid. ..... 

At the same time, Attorney General 
Benjamin Clviletti has committed 
himself in writing to ask candidates 
before they are nominaled for 
Judgeships to resign from or suspend 
their memberships in segregated 
clubs. 

Committee sources say Chairman 
Edward Kennedy! D-Mass., Is the 
main force behind the new policies 
being shaped rajher suddenly after 
Congress refused for years (o budge 
on the sensitive question. 

The policy changes could prod the 
Judicial Conference of the United 
States, whith is comprised of top 
federal judges, to tackle an even 
thornier side of the Issue: Should 
sitting Judges also be asked to resign 
from all-white clubs? 

U.S. Circuit Court Judge Edward 
Tamm, chairman of the conference's 
Ethics Committee, told United Press 
International' Friday he has placed 
the topic of club membership on the 
agenda for discussion at this winter's 
meeting. 

The Southern Regional Council of 
Atlanta, a civil rights organization 
reported last week that three out of 
five federal Judges in the South and 
probably n majority nationwide 
belong to all-white clubs.

Prior to the release of (he FDA's 
study, a study done for a Chicago 
television station, WLS-TV, found 
levels of dimethyl nilrosamines in 
some beers. 

i.'P.P* FDA ,C5t * four nationally 
distributed beers had more than five 
par's per billion of 
dimethylnltrosamine, which has been 
shown to cause cancer in laboratory 
animals. The four arc Budweiser 
Schlltz, Colt 45 Malt Liquor and 
Tuborg. One regional beer, Blltz- 
Wctnhard. was also listed as having 
more than five parts per billion of 
dimethylnltrosamine. 

Dimethylnltrosamine Is one of a 
group of chemicals called 
nilrosamines which are created natu- 
rally when nitrlitcs combine with 
other chemicals called amines or 
amides. The only olher case of 
nltrosamines regularly found In 
human food fs In bacon. The US 
Department of Agriculture has 
established 10 parts per billion as ihe 
maximum allowed level of 
nltrosamines in bacon. However, the 
type of nltrosamines found in beer are 
much more toxic than those found in 
bacon, according to several food sci- 
entists. 

Sewage 



The U.S. Brewers Association, an 
Industry group, did disclose that some 
American and foreign beers, without 
naming brand, contained trace levels 
of nilrosamines In August, 1978. But 
the figures quoted by the brewers 
association were one-half Ihe levels of 
some of those found by the FDA. 

Since the nltrosamines were first 
discovered in beer, a major research 
effort has been conducted to pinpoint 
the source of the carcinogens. It is 
now agreed that rtfh-nsamlues are

The plant employs zoogleal bacteria 
In its huge aeration tanks to clump 
organic material together for separa- 
tion, in subsequent, stages : of treat- 
ment. 

' But early this month the bacterial 
balance was' disturbed and fila- 
mentous bacteria took over, sold 
plant engineer Frank Belick. When 
the separation process failed, the 
filters clogged. 

Microorganisms were still' de- 
stroyed in the sewage treatment, but 
remaining high organic content was 
speedily using up oxygen In the bay's 
■ south end, a relatively stagnant area. 
Belick said.' 

Without oxygen, most living things 
there arc suffocating. Rugg said. On 
Sept. 14, startled commercial fish- 
ermen reported that grass shrimp had 

disapppcared,- — 

^Biologists reported Saturday that 
anchovies, flounders, striped bass, 
halibut and sturgeon ail were gone 
from the highly productive breeding 
area. 

And migratory birds' suddenly 
started dyfng of botulism, apparently 
from eating decaying shellfish. It was 
expected that the botulism, which is 
no direct threat to-human life, will 
spread as birds cat maggots from 
Infected carcasses of other birds. 

Mallard and pintail ducks, egrets, 
heron and other wading birds arc 
common to_the area.

States,- Japnn,- South Korea; Taiwan 

- and.lhe Philippines to store their used— 
nuclear fuel on a sparcely populated 
island over the next 25 to :w years. 

When the United Slates first pro- 

- posed the plan in Tokyo last February • 
it listed Palmyra, Wake and Midway 
islands as possible sites for such 
storage purposes. 

Japan originally opposed the U.S. 
plan- on the grounds of American 
refusal to let Japan recycle its spent 
nuclear fuel. But Japanese officials ' 
said the United States, at- the last 
meeting of the International Nuclear 
~ Fuel Cycle Evaluation Council, so't-v 
ened its attitude toward Japan's re- ^ 
cycling of spent nuclear fuel. 

Japan Is required under a bilateral 
agreement to notify the United States 
when it ships spent nuclear fuel to 
lirltaln and France for reprocessing.

According to the FDA tests, two 
beers contained no traces of 
nltrosamines. These were Coors, 
made In Golden, Colo., and Gulness 
Stout, made In Great Britain. 

A spokesman for the Adolph Coors 
Co. said thai Coors beer was free of 
nitrosamine because Ihe company 
processed its barley with an indirect 
heating method. 



Currently, American brewers who 
use a direct heating process can 
remove nltrosamines from beer bv 
adding sulfur to the barley mixture 
during the heating process. A report 
on the success of the addition of sulfur 
will be presented to the FDA bv the 
U.S. Brewers Association next week, 
according to Henry B. King, president 
of the association. 

"There isn't any question that there 
are nilrosamines in beer, hut Ihe 
levels are being stihstanliallv re- 



duced," King sold. "Within months 
we will be able to reduce them down to 
acceptable levels and hopefully elim- 
inate them." 

The FDA had planned to release a 
more complete report on its testing of 
foreign and domestic beers within 
several weeks, according to an 
agency representative. But the Center 
of Science in the Public Interest's 
petlton forced an early release. 
"According to the brewers associa- 
tion, there are more tlian 400 domestic

: But the price of gold dropped 
sharply on profit taking in London and 
Zurich on Friday. The dollar con- 
tinued to fall the U.S. basic money 
supply rose SHOO million. 
• It was clear I ha I there is a global 



gold rush on but nobody is loading up 
a burro and taking to the hills to 
prospect with a pickax anil mining 
pan. The speculators are hoping to 
make a profit trading in the metal on 
the international markets, mainly 
London and Zurich. 
Will Market Collapse? 

Comment by the London experts put 
the blame for the feverish speculation 
on fear of the economic consequences 
of American inflation and the gold 
hunger of people all over the world, 
including rich Arabs. 

The welter of comment Indicated 
that the experts know everything — 
and nothing - about what has caused 
the phenomenon and uhal will 
happen. A Wall Street Journal com- 
mentary said the market was l)eliig 
fueled by rather small Investors and 
this is actually Increasing the pro- 
spect that il ultimately will collapse. 

The fear of collapse seemed 
particularly prevalent among veteran 
professional gold traders.

Brazilian president uses alcohol driven ear

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil — Brazil- 
ian President Figuciredo now rides lo 
all official functions in a Ford LTD 
limousine that runs on pure alcohol. 
The other day he was photographed 
driving an alcohol-pdwered Beetle on 
thestrcetsof Brasilia. 

Within months, the first chief of 
state to use an official car running on 
pure alcohol will be joined by 
thousands of his fellow citizens. Gen. 
Figucirctlo and the head of the Brazil- 
ian Association of Automobile Manu- 
facturers arc scheduled to sign an 
agreement Wednesday aimed at pul- 
ling 1.7 million alcohol-powered cars 
.., -on the highways over the next five 

■ years. 

The accord is the latest step In the 
government's ' ambitious, long-term 
,~. plan to end dependence on costly 
, ' ' imported oil. Brazilian cars already 
'.. run on gasohol, a mixture of 20 
percent alcohol with gasoline and the 
ultimate aim is for pure ethyl alcohol 
to be the basic auto fuel. 

Under the agreement, auto manu- 
facturers In Brazil arc to produce at 
. least 250,000 alcohol-powered vehicles 
a year for the domestic market, 
beginning In 1980. (Another 500,000 
existing cars arc to be converted.) 
Signatories to the accord include the 
..- local subsidiaries of 'General Motors, 
Ford, Volkswagen and Fiat. 

"What Brazil has come up with here 
Is a way of saving the automobile," 
says Prof. Jose Goldemberg of the 
Universfty of San Paulo, former pres- 
ident of the Brazilian Society of Phys- 
iclsts. "When the world'soll suppliers 
run out, the car will be obsolete unless 
on alternative fuel supply is ready ." 

The Brazilian government is to 
guarantee that production of sugar 
1 cane, which when refined yields the 

■ alcohol, will be sufficient to supply the 

■ cars. It is to replace its entire official 

■ fleet of conventional cars with 
alcohol-powered autos. 

The alcohol program has been a top 

■ energy priority here since the 1973 oil 
' ' crisis. Rising prices and the oil supply 
' crunch triggered by the Iranian crisis 

jW .hoc accelerated the Brazilian drive- 
- • for energy fndepefidence. ' . 

Brazil currently has-6 million cars 
i. and a growing industry.that produces

expand production, 'GM plans to In- 
vest $500 million here during the next 
four years. 

By 1982, GM expects to he 
manufacturing 330,000 or its multlfuel 
engines at the revamped Brazilian 
plant. Of that total, all but 80,000 will 
be earmarked for export to Britain. 
Japan, West Germany and Australia. 

A General Motors spokesman here 
said, however, that the company has 
.''no plans at present" to export the 
four-cylinder multlfuel engine to the 
United States or to manufacture It at 
the company's parent plant in 
Michigan. 

"Theoretically, there are no bar- 
riers that would prevent us from 



selling or making our line - of 
alcohol-fueled* vehicles and engines in 
the U.S.," said Jalro Lottie of GM. 
"It's just not in our plans at tlTe: 
moment." ■ — 

Ford do Brasll, which later this 
. month will begin mass-producing an 
alcohol-powered version of the LTD 
and two other models in its 1980 line, 
also says that it does not envision 
exports to the United States in the 
near future. Production is aimed at 
mectinglocal demand first. 

"At this point. It doesn't depend as 
much on us as the Brazilian gov- 
ernment," said engineering and 
technical chief Mnuro Borgiicttl. "If 
they provide the infrastructure that . 



assures there will be enough alcohol 
to go around. wc"ll make the cars. " 

To encourage consumers to switch 
to alcohol-powered autos, the gov- 
ernment has already Instituted a 
series of incentives. Credit re- 
strictions and taxes have been eased 
for purchasers of aleohol-lueled 
vehicles and as of Jan. 1, drivers of 
cars running on pure alcohol will be 
exempted from the current prohibi- 
tion on weekend fuel sales. 

The biggest boon to users of alcohol 
comes In filling,thc car's tank. Gov- 
ernment decrees have established a 
pump price of 87 cents a gallon for 
alcohol — as opposed to $1.85 a gallon 
for regular , gasoline and S2,iJJl for 



high-test. -The government says the 
cost of producing the alcohol is 70 
cents per gallon. 

Inventive public relations exercises 
also.hove been undertaken in an effort 
to win public confidence. On Sept. 7, 
Brazil's Independence day, 170 race 
drivers participated in an alcohol- 
only auto race, held at the same Rio 
autodromc where the annual interna- 
tional Grand Prix takes places. 

"I see nothing but advantages to be 
gained from using alcohol as a fuel," 
said the winning driver, Arthur 
Bragantinl, after the race. "The 
engines perform better, and since the 
motor temperature is lower, last 
longer." 



Similar conclusions were readied 
by participants in a road test 
sponsored earlier this month by tilt! 
automotive magazine Quartro Etodos. 
Results of the four-day trial Indlcuted. 
that "the performance of alcohol- 
powered cars is as good as, if not 
better, than that, of conventional 
automobiles." 

Involved in the G2,000-mile road test 
were 'he Volkswagen "Passat" 
(Dasher) and Flat's H7 model. 
Average mileage lor the participating 
cars was 27.3 miles per gallon. 

Such "figures lead some Brazilians 
to think they have found, if not an 
aiibwer to the energy crisis, at least a 
partial solution.

city neglected, through a misunder- 
standing, to notify all property owners 
within 100 feet of the properly of the 
pendlng'zone change and set a public 
hearing on the matter." 

In the public hearing Tuesday, 
Mayor Cfirlstensen said he presented 
a petition signed by 10 Buhl residents 
who opposed the zone change, but the 
mayor expressed the belief the peti- 
tioners did not understand what was 
planned by Ellis. He said the change 
would be a great Improvement for 
that part of town in that the old 



building would be modernized and 
.off-sired parking provided for the 
owner's business offices and those to 
be rented.

The residents said they were not 
notified personally of the hearing as 
required bu law.

The crumpled wreckage came to 
rest in rocks and brush a short 
distance alwve the river's edge. The 



canyon is so steep in Ihe area ollicers 
had to lake a hazardous foot trail on 
the west side ol the bridge and work 
their way east to the wreckage lo 
recover the body. II had to be carried 
by stretcher up Ihe trail to an am- 
bulance waiting til the lop o[ the 
canyon. Investigation at the scene 
continued for nearly three hours. 

The death is Ihe third suicide Ibis 
summer Involving Ihe canyon.

Smog attack may spark California laws 



LOS ANGELES (UPI> - About III 
mNlloti Southern California residents 
ore subjected to periodic attacks of 
eye-lrrltoting smog and it appears 
they themselves must, by their own 
Indignation, prompt lawmakers to 
approve legislation that will Improve 
the quality of the nlr they breathe. 

State representatives have con- 
sistently rejected, anll-sruog regula- 
tions because they feel most motorists 
are against annual Inspection of 
automobiles - another annoyance In 
, mnlntainlngacar. 

"Just nboul every car driver Is a 



voter and the politicians are well 
aware or .thai," said James N. 
Blrakos, director of public affairs for 
the South Coast-Air Quality Manage- 
ment District, the watchdog of the 
atmosphere in Ijos Angeles and four 
other counties. 

The automobile en masse Is the 
major single source of pollutants In 
the atmosphere, -Blrakos and most 
other air pollution experts agree. 

Here arc some salient smoggy ob- 
servations: . 

• Smog'ls an almost dally fact of 
life In Los Angeles during the summer 



and may be seen as a brownish cloud 
layer in the sky. In lighter attacks, it 
may be invisible, stealthily irritating 
people's eyes and throats. 

• Smog causes serious problems tor 
athletes during their exertions. 
Cross-country runners have been 
known to collape In l»s Angeles smog 
and athletes in the 1U34 Olympics In 
the City of Angels may suffer. 

• Smog aggravates chronic respi- 
ratory "problems such as asthma and 
emphysema. 

• Normally healthy persons can 
fcel'OUl of sorts and irritable. as wllh 



-grade headache, lit- smog. 
Because no deaths are officially at- 
tributed to smog, most people are not 
militant about reducing air pollution. 

• Some scientists believe smog may 
cause cancer but research data is 
lacking. 

• Smog, like taxes, may In? a per- 
manent phenomenon in the I-us 
Angeles area because,!)! geographical 
and meteorological factors but its 
severity will depend on anil-pollution 
measures. It can be controlled and it 
can be reduced, scientists say.

The *AQMD area had an eight-day 
siege of "hazardous air" during 
mid-September. The "haKardnus air" 
lalwris given the atmosphere when 
the ozone level (measure of pollu- 
tants) goes over parts per million 
and signals what Is called a second- 
stagealert,

Motorists are requested to avoid un- 
necessary use of Ihelr cars but there 
Is no enforcement. 

The eight-day siege was the worst in 
24 years but Blrakos said almut every, 
10 years stagnant weather conditions " 
result in severe smog attacks. The 
weather pattern has not changed over! 
the years to any observable degree,, 
be said. 

Smog seems to be gelling worse, .ho 
said, because of the greater popula- 
tion mid more automobiles. ■■ ; 



Administration woos governors Idaho 



'..'VAIL, Colo, tUPI) - Western 
energy state governors, somewhat 
Jeary or President Curler's energy 
"program, were wooed Saturday by a 
White House aide at their "western 
energy summit," 

'The governors, members of the 
10-statc Western Governors' Policy 
Olflce, have opposed nny "fast-track" 
federal energy program that Ignores 
■the environment nnd laws or their 
states. 

Presidential assistant Jack Watson 
met privately with some of-the gov- ■ 
ernors at a breakfast meeting Salur- 
; doy. The governors and Watson came 
■nwny with statements that there were 
no fundamental differences between 
the West and the administration in 

■ developing synthetic fuels. 

The 10 stntes in the governors' 
'organization hold most of the nation's 
reserves of low-sulphur coal, uranium 
and shale oil. Member states arc 
'Colorado, Wyoming, New Mexico. 
Arizona, Utah. Montana, the Dnkotas, 
Nebraska arid Alaska , 

One of the major differences be- 
tween Uic governors and the ad* 
' ministration has been over an Energy 
Mobilization Board, proposed by 
Carter to cut through federal and 
'state red tape to gel energy projects 
into quick production. The governors 
' ■adopted n resolution Friday opposed 
to giving the board any powers to 
override state lows. 

Montnnn Gov. Thomas Judge, out- 
'golng chairman of the governors', 
—organization,— said the -governors 
i came away from Ihc meeting with 
1 Watson "wllh no fundamental dlf- 
'(erenccs between' those of the ad- 
: ministration and the governors." 

judge said he emphasized the gov- 
ernors- want to be consulted 
throughout all phases of .federal 
energypolley.

The program called for a phased 
development of synthetic fuels, 
energy conservation, aid to energy 
boom towns and improved federal- 
state relations. This weekend's 
energy summit was called to develop 
more specific proposals to implement 
that program. 

Colorado Gov. Richard l-imm said 



the Western slates realize the need to 
develop the nation's energy re- 
sources, but said the public must 
understand that "we can produce 
energy through conservation. 

"This Is a somewhat heretical Idea 
of maintaining our high standard of 
living on a thinner mixture or fuel." 
Lamm said. 

"This is not lo say that we shouldn't 
go forward with synthetic fuels, but 
conservation Is. the easiest and 
quickest way of meeting the energy 
problem." 

Despite the cooperative tenor of the 



meeting with Watson, the governors 
remained a little wary of the ad- 
ministration's specific energy pro- 
posals. 

"One thing i want lo make crystal 
clear." said New Mexico Gov jfruce 
King. "We will not become a sacrifice 
area for the energy-consuming 
stales." 

King said Ihe West also did not want 
lo become another OI'KC. maintain-

The New Mexico governor said the 



Western governors wanted to have a 
representative from the West on the 
Energy Mobilization Board.

Idaho arc well aware of the large 
capital Investments required'' in 
agriculture today and are making 
every effort through Improved lend- 
ing programs to meet the changing 
credit demands of farmers fn-the 
state. 

Nationally, banks held $23.3 billion 
in non-real estate farm loans and $Q.G 
billion in real estate loans, both q-io 
percent Increase over last year. 

Total farm debt held by all major 
lenders as of Jan. 1 was approximate-

Foreigners own less than 1% of farmland 



-WASHINGTON <UPI) - 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Berglantl 
' Thursday estimated that foreign In- 
vestors own about 4 million acres of 
,U;S. farmland, less than 0.5 percent of 
privately owned farmland.

USDA proposes beef promotion tax

tional program under which a small 
.amount of money from each head of 
cattle sold would pay for beef 
advertising and promotion. 

Under the program, cattle pro- 
ducers would assess themselves to 
finance research and promotion to 
improve, maintain and develop 
markets for cattle, beef and beef 
products. 

The Agriculture. Department asked 
the public to submit comments on the 
recommendation by Nov. 5. If final 
approval Is given to the proposal, 
owners of cattle would vote on the 
proposal in a national referendum. 

The program would be similar to 
programs for potatoes, eggs and cot- 
-tonrwhich areail under supervision of- 
the Agriculture Department.

* win twice again You have to hove 
optimistic thoughts In mind "Alien 
you're going after two gold 
medals. I know the compellllnn 
will be tough but I also know I II be 
ready. You have to keep working 
or somebody else .will pop up who .

Vlren says he Isn't sure which 
race he'll enter, but admits there Is 
a certain fascination about the 
marathon — sort of an unexplored 
region of hls-carecr. 

"I really don't know which race I 
will run In." he said. "But Ihe fact 
that I've never won a marathon 
could weigh heavily In the de- 
cision. I may decide to go after It." 

One day after winning the 5,ooo 
meters at Montreal, Vlren made a , 
valiant' attempt at the marathon, 
but finished fifth. He had already 
run three 5,000-metcr ( trials, semi- 
finals and Jinajs) and three 
I0;0O0-meler races "In a 'span of 
eight days. So, the marathon, 
which "was his first, was" his scv-~ 
enth long-distance run In nine 
days. 

Vlren, who will run In the New 
York City Marathon Oct. 21, was In 
New York recently to talk about 
the event and answer questions 
about the Olympics. Speaking 
through an Interpreter, he main- 
tained his virtual silence when It 
came to the question of his running 
prowess. 

' "You can't let a thing like that go 
to your head," he said when asked 
about being considered among the 
greatest ever. "If you listen to 
things like that, your Imagination 
can get the best of you and your 
mind can start wandering."

TWIN FALLS —It never used to be 
a decision. It Just used to be some- 
, thing married couples did. 

You courted. You married. YoU had 
: a child. You hud another child. 
: That's the way it was. That was the 
natural order of life. 
: But that "natural" order Is being 
; questioned. Across the nation, across 
:the west, even In famlly-orlenled 
Idaho. Couples are living together 
before marriage. Couples are delay- 
ing having children. Couples arc 
limiting their families. And some 
couples are deciding not to have 
children at all. 

For many young couples, mostly 
college educated, mostly with both 
partners .working, the question Is not 
when to have children or how many to 
have. It's whether to have them at all. 

An increasing number Is saying NO 
to children. In 1967 one percent of 
married women ages 18 to 24 expected 
to have no children, according to the 
Census Bureau. In 1977, 5.7 percent 
between 18 and 39 expected none. In 
1060 24 percent of married women 
aged 20 to 24 were childless; in 1977, 42 
percent were. 

Cost may be one reason. It costs an 
estimated $53,603 to raise a child until 
: age 18. A Redbook survey showed that 
45 percent of the women between 18 
and 25 " said they delayed having a 
first baby because of their economic 
" "situation;-' - - 

But other social forces are at work. 
The U.S. Census Bureau concluded In 
1975 that women who completed high 
school or college had fewer children 
than those who did not. 

Childless couples arc still a minori- 
ty. Most couples are simply limiting 
the size of>thcir family, or delaying 
their child bearing until later In life, 
The average number of children per 
family size has decreased from 3.G In , 
1960to2.1InI97fl. 

. But many couples. Including some' 

■ In Magic valley, are searching their 
souls debating the question: to be or 

■ not to be a parent; - 

The Times-News Interviewed 10 
couples and Individuals In the area 
over the question of whether or not to 
have children. The reasons they gave 
forhavlngor not having children were 
, as varied as (heir lifestyles. Most 
agreed, however, thnt hnvlng a child 
should be -a conscious, well-thought* 
outdeclston. 

One couple thnt made the- declBlon 
to have children, alter much debate, 
ore Karen and Clay Robertson who 
live outside Hagerman. Karen tins her 
own psychology practice and Clay, 
after 13 years In psychology ad- 
ministration, look n blncksmlthing 
class nnd hopes to open his own shop. 
Both previously married and 
divorced, they had a daughcr two 
years ago' when Karen was 34. Karen 
had wrestled with the decision to have 
a child for years. 

"The first couple of years (or her 
first marriage) I was very aware thut 
I didn't want a child. I wanted to be 
free and Independent. I just felt like I 
didn't have anything to give to a child. 
I felt a child would take something 
away." 

People would lightly Joke, "When Is 
— Uiere-golng-to-bc-ajllUe.one?^l-Her — 
mother's neighbors were more subtle. 
"Why Is Karen working so hard?" 

But "I felt a responsibility where If 
a person is golng.to be a mother, she 
should be a good one . . . The fact of ' 
being In the (psychology) business, 
I've seen the result of bad parenting. 
I've seen It in adults. I've seen It in 
children who should be happy and 
carefree and they were depressed and 
did badly in school." With her mar-" 
rlage faltering, she was more de- 
termined not to have children. 

Her relationship with Clay is a 
different story. With an open, secure 
marriage, "I was much clearer of my 
capacity to give and to love. I had 
belter awarenessof how I can balance 
my personal and professional life." 
She became acquainted with .Clay's . 
children from a previous marriage. 
With no Intention of-rellnqulshlng her — 
— career-feventually she only took two " 
weeks off) she and her husband de- 
cided to share child rearing re-'

• Smog! Water pollution! Excessive 
nolsel Urban filth! Shoddy products! 
Lethal food additives^ Radioactive 
wastes! Genetic manipulation! Dc- 
humaniratlon! 



These are the results, critics 
charge', of our blind faith In technolog- 
ical progress. Rebuttals colling at- 
tention to our high standard of living, 
fmproved health, longer life spans, 
better working conditions, and In- 
creased educational opportunities do 
not still the critics' voices. 

Technology Is on trial. 

The most ominous assertion Is that 
technology Is now completely out of 
.human control. Technology, the pro- 
secution says, has become -an in- 
dependent entity, a thing apart from 
humans who gave it birth. We .have 
become cogs In a huge system of 
production and consumption, a 
machine having no human purpose. ' 
Certainly, modern technology gives 
most of us a means of livelihood, food, 
shelter, and leisure to watch TV. But 
the price we pay for these material 
satisfactions, N it Is said. Is our. 
freedom. 

Technology, critics declare, not 
only shapes and directs every aspect 
of our lives, but threatens the very 
existence of the human species. Our 
Increasing love affolr with rationality 
and efficiency — that Is, science and 
engineering — is responsible for 
crcat.lng this technological 
monstrosity. We arc thus caught In a 



web of our own making. 

One -possible escape route may be 
•Open, declare the anti-technologists, 
but only if we act quickly and force- 
fully. Repudiate modem science and 
high technology. Return to a simpler 
wayofllfe. 

Even if these prophets of doom are 
exaggerating or are mistaken, there 
are many sfgns, such as pollution, 
which indicate that something has 
gone wrong. We ore constantly sur- 

Erlsed by technology's shortcomings, 
'angercusly defective tires nullify 
the safety advantages of mandatory 
seat belts. Cancer-producing food 
additives are banned, and later their 
' replacements are. found to be Just as 
lethal. 

Technology resembles the Hydro, 
the awesome nlnc-hcodcd beast final- 
ly slain by Hercules, which grew two 
heads from the root of each he struck 
off. 

Will we succeed In overcoming our 
problems as Hercules did his? Do 
humans have enough resilience to 
maintain freedom and choice In spite 
of burgeoning technology? 

Assertions and predictions about 
technology usually ore based on sev- 
eral assumptions that ore difficult if 
not Impossible to prove. One Is that 




technological-change Is taking place 
more rapidly than in the post. Another 
Is that technological change has a 
much greater social Impact than ever 
before. A third Is that scientific re- 
search and . development' are 
exclusively responsible for present 
technological innovations. 

A useful way of assessing our prcs-' 
ent situation, of Judging whether it Is 
Indeed unique, Is to look at technolog- 
ical development in an historical 
context and In its relation to contem- 
porary problems. This series of 15 
articles has that goal. 

Effects of Technology 
Three of the more important effects 
of technological advance are the' In- 
creasing. complexity of our civiliza- 
tion, (he changes In our culture and 
Institutions, and the impact of in- 
novations on work. The complexity of 
our technological society, indeed, is 
one of the reasons critics give either 
for our loss of control or for their 
charge that the system Is manipu- 
lated for the benefit of a scientific- 
technological elite. One frequently 
cited example is the 19G5 New York 
blackout, which plunged the city Into 
darkness for hours before power was 
restored, and the cause of whfch 
Stumped experts for days. 

Is complexity a novel feature of 
modern technology? 

Similarly, societal and Institutional 
changes are apparently occurring 
with astonishing rapidity. A century 
ago, for example, any proposal for a 
U.S. Department of Energy would 
have appeared ludicrous. But now, as 
we worry about an energy shortage, it 
has become a necessity. 

.Have advancing technologies 
always had the effect of altering 
_culUires?-Has the -pace of change 



Only when we look to the past do we 
realize fully how very different our 
methods of producing goods are from 
those of our forebears. Technology 
has unquestionably affected the work 
process. However, the Importont 
question Is whether, our labor hos 
become more individually rewording 
ondmorcsocialiybcneflclol. 
Preconditions 

Yet. .effects. do not occur without 



preconditions. One is our physical 
• environment, which Is necessary to 
llfc and crucial Jn the development or 
technology. The exploitation and 
misuse o( the environment is one of 
otirmost urgent problems, 

■How have past cultures or those In 
other parts of the world come to terms 
with nature or arrived at a com- 
promise between the environment 
and technological progress? Docs 
high technology Inevitably entail 
environmental deterioration? 

Another apparent precondition of 
technological advance is the size, 
distribution, and migratfon of popula- 
tions. Some critics maintain that the 
size of our population and its Increas- 
ing concentration In urban areas are 
primarily responsible for environ- 
mental pollution. Others declare that 
' without technological progress the 
growing populations in developing 
nntions will perish. Yet historically, 
the links between technological pro- 
gress and population growth are 
puzzling. 

What advice, if any, should we give 
to developing nations? Or, to 
ourselves? ■ 

Societal values constitute a third 
precondition of technological Innova- 
tion, For example, gunpowder. In- 
vented In China, was not used there 
for firearms. When II appeared in 
Western Europe, however, military . 
engineers immediately grasped Its 
military potentialities. 

Why do some cultures accept tech- 
nological Innovations that others re- 
ject? 

Sources of Technological Change 
Given these preconditions, howev- 
er,- what stimulates technological 
progress, and who or which institu- 

-tlons accomplish Innovation? 

Humanitarian concerns, Ihc spirit 
of adventure, or the wish to transform . 
Idleness to active leisure, have pro- 
duced some innovations. But the 
principal agencies of technological 
innovation are economic .activity, 
science, engineering, war, and gov- 
ernment, although some economists 
would malnlain that all of these ul.- - 
-*irn,oteJy;canf bo lumped under-ee*^, 
nomic activity. 
The desire to satisfy materiol 



i, individual or social, has 

-always been a major source of In-' 
innovation. In western cultures, luxu-.' 
=rles have become necessities wluY 
-resulting economic growth. Indeed,- 
-some critics ■ blame the '.'growth , 
ethic" for both environmental -de-." 
terioration and for the purported de- 
cline in the quality of life. 

To what extent is this ethic the 
-cause of our difficulties? 

From small beginnings in the 17th 
century, scientific research activity 
:has now grown to substantial size. On 
-the one hand, the rational and ob- 
jective approach of scientists pro- 
vokes criticism; on the other, the 
-discoveries, which give rise to techno- 
logical Innovation, cause worry. 

How has science grown? What Is Its 
Interaction 'with technology? How do 
-scientists perceive themselves? And, 
\ Inasmuch as science receives the 
credit or blame for innovation, what Is 
. Iheenginecrs'role.andtowhalcxtcnt 
1 should their activities cause concern? 
War has always encouraged techno- 
logical innovation, not Just fn (he 
development of new weapons, but also 
in stimulating new Industries and 
methods that have profoundly af- 
fected society. Military needs were 
the chief stimuli for the development 
of aircraft, space ships, and com- - 
puters. 

Similarly, governments have' en- 
couraged innovations through the- 
patent system; agricultural experi- 
ment stations, and agencies that aid 
industry. 

To what degree does this activity,' 
bath military and civilian, contribute ■ 
toour present problems? 

The subjects described above and 
the questions raised- comprise the" 
main-body of-thls-series of articles. • 
The final three articles will consider 
both the post and the future prospect. 
They will investigate the nature of; 
Inventive activity, the relation of 
technology . to ethical principles, and 
the merits and shortcomings of cur- 
rent attempts to direct, the course of 
technological development for human - 
purposes; 

Sorious public consideration of 
these issues and participation In the 
on-going debates Is necessary. For it ■ 
Is only-through our collective wisdom ' 
that the problems concerning techno- 
logical advance and its effects can be 
resolved.

Advice given for 
rebuilding lawns

Q. How can I tell If my lawn needs to 

be rebuilt? . '-_ 

"A. You should rc5ulld~your fawn If 
you have a poor basic slope, a lot of. 
high spots and low spots or a poor 
, quality of existing grass with a heavy 

—Infestation of. weeds 

' Q. To rebuild a lawn, should the 
existing turf and weeds be stripped 
away or is it best to simply turn them - 
under with a spading fork or a 
"rotoUller? 

A. The grass, weeds, and existing 
vegetation should be stripped away 
with a mattock or soil-cutler The 
.stripped. vegetation should then be. 
added to your compost pile and re- 
turned lo your garden in a decom- 
posed state at a later date. 

Q. Is It necessary to add more top 
■ soli when building a new lawn? 

A. Yes, It would be necessary if your 
present fawn fs less than 4 Inches in 



depth or if the existing grade has 
ma]or deficiencies. 

Q. What is the best way to improve 
the soil In my garden so the grass 
plants, will develop-Strong, deep root 
systems? 

A. The best way to Improve any 
-given soil is to add organfc material ■ 
. like peat moss, humus or compost. -It 
Is also very beneficial to add an inch 
or more of sharp builders sand. The 
mixing of humus and sand with the 
exrsting soil will give it a texture that 
is almost perfect for strong root 
development. 

Q. Can Luse feonejneal instead of 

superphospate to supply the needed 
phosphorous for my garden? 

A. Bone meal would be a fine 
substitute for supcrphospate but bone 
meal is a great deal more expensive 
than superphospate. However, it docs 
have properties of great efficiency 
because over the years jt slowly -■ 
releases nutrients Into the soil. 

Q. Can limestone be blended with 
sand, peat moss and supcrphospate to 
Improve my lawn or docs the lime- 
stone need to be kept separate? 

A. The limestone can safely be 
blended Into any given soil with sand, 
peat moss or any other organic mate- 
rial. However, it would be best to 
separate the application of limestone 
from any application of 
superphospate.

Different ideas on charley horses 



(Newspaper Enterprise Association) 
Dear Dr. Lamb, 

My son had what he called a charley 
horse in his leg. It left a huge knot and 
a mass of broken blood vessels about 
five Inches long and covering a good 
part of the 1 front of his thigh, I thought 
that a charley horse occurred only In 
the back muscles of the calf or the 
back of the thigh. I've had them that 
left knots but never broken vessels. 

The only two people I kneff who had 
this happen other than my son were a 
woman In her 80s and a man In his GOts, 
and I attributed It to old age until ll 
happened to my son and he's only 43. 

Do you consider this as something 
serious? What could cause It? Is it a 
vitamin deficiency and what can be 
done to prevent it from happening? 
Needless to say. I'm very worried 
Dear Reader, 

I've recently had an epidemic of 
letters about charley horses. These 
letters demonstrate that people have 
entirely different Ideas about what a 
charley horse really Is. 



The term is most often used in 
athletes who develop an area -of ten- 
derness and soreness in the muscle 
and that often occurs from some extra 
athletic effort, something that strains 
or overworks the muscles. The most 
common location is over the front of 
the thigh muscle. 

The muscle fibers are Irritated and 
some may- actually be lorn. As a 
result, there's swelling and some- 
times there's bleeding inlo the area 
which causes black and blue spots. 
Tenderness and stiffness are usually 
part of the picture. The charley horse 
usually heals sponlaneously. and it ■ 
helps to apply* heat and massage to 
induce some comfort. 

It is important to know how to treat 
swellings and-.whon to use cold and 
heat. I am sending you The Health 
Letter number l*f . Swelling: Causes 
And Management? to give you more 
Information on this, Other readers 
who want this Issue cm send 75 cents 
fn check or coin with a lonn, stamped.

• Now not everyone who develops a 
bruise or lump in the muscle has that 
type of charley horse. I have no idea 
what your son really had, and It would 
have to be lookccTat and examined to 
: be sure what It Is. Just because he's 43 
: doesn't mean he couldn't ': have 
sprained his muscles from overwork, 
particularly If he was doing some- 
thing that used his thigh muscles a 
great deal. 

I doubt very much that the 
80-year-old woman you spoke of was 
having muscle pains or cramps 
because of unusual athletic activity. A 



letter from' another reader indicates 
■ that she thinks a charley horse is a 
muscle cramp and she described It as 
being throughout her body. Muscle 
cramps arc an entirely different pro- 
blem and may be caused by a variety 
of things from inadequate circulation 
to a disturbance In calcium, salt or 
other chemical imbalances in the 
body. 

Since the athletic type of charley 
horse Is often associated with muscle ■ 
injury, it follows that injury from 
other mechanisms can produce a 
similar picture. Unless your son 
knows he Injured his thigh muscle 
' through some direct Injury or from 
overuse, he should let a physician 
determine what he really has.

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The.Green Thumb by George Abraham 



Tomatoes have been slow to ripen 



: GREEN TOMATOES: In many 
areas, tomatoes have been slow to 
ripen. Weather, growing conditions, 
' varieties, all have an effect on ripen- 
ing. If you have a lot of green 
tomatoes, don't despair, because they 
do make a fine food. 

You can pull up the vines before 
frost and hang them upside down In a 
garage where the green fruit will turn 
red. Or you can pick the green fruit 
and place them on a wire tray in a cool 
cellar. Do not store tomatoes in a 
bright, sunny wfndow. 

Best temperature to store them Is 
about 55 degrees F. At this tempera- 
ture color development will take place 
slowly and. fruit will keep longest. 
Keep ripe tomatoes In one container, 
fruit developing color in another, and 
those that are green In a third con- 
tainer. Ripe tomatoes can be kept In a 
refrigerator at about 40 degrees F. for 
2 or 3 weeks. Store them 1 layer thick, 
and sort them out every 2 to 4 days, 
discarding bad ones. 
: Another way to keep green 
tomatoes a long time after frost Is to 
use a weak solution of household 
bleach (1 tsp. to a quart of water) to 
disinfect the fruit. First, wash the 
; green fruit with a bleach solution, 
■ then dry with paper towels. The fruit 
( is then packed In fresh newspapers, in 
.' bushel, baskets and stored In a cool 
:'partoffhecelfar. . 

No matter how you keep your 
. tomatoes, remember that the fruit Is 
still perishable, so check It daily, 
. since a few will rot without ripening. 
With good care you can have fresh 
tomatoes for Thanksgiving, and 
perhaps for Christmas. 

WHITE FLY TRICK: "Flying 
Dandruff" or white fly Is a serious 
pest ot outdoor. and. Indoor, plants. 
Many suggestions have been made to 
cope withUiis pest: vacuum sweeper, 
sticky paper, gassing with "no-pest" 
strips, spraying with chemicals. My 
wife discovered the slickest trick yet 
and we want to pass It along. Coat the' 
inside of a large kettle with bacon 
grease, cooking oil (or even motor 
oil). Then shake the leaves of the 
plant briskly to. disturb the. flics,. hold ... 
the Inverted pnirover the 'plants" and 
move.lt in a .circular, motion. The 
rising flies arc caught on the Inside of ■ 
the pan and sometimes they .are so 
' thick it looks like snow. Do this every 
other day or so. You won't get 100 
. percent control, trat-ro-mettiwi will, 
but It will keep the white fly populo- 
- tlondown ton safe level. White fly arc . 
a weak, flyer and are easily stuck to 
any sticky surface. By the way. Lf yc 



some molh balls Into the ban. as the 
wjille fly can hatch inside the 
sweeper. You might have good luck 
gassing them, with, moth balls, with a 
few around the bottom o[ a pot; 
enclose plant and all with a clear 
plastic sheeL and leave for 3 or 4 days. 
This gasscs certain stages of the white 
fly. Any one got better Ideas for killing 
while files? 

NOW'S THE TIME TO . . . Save 
seed of Hibiscus, hollyhocks, honesty, 
and other favorites. Drv seed and 
store in a tightly sealed glass jar. 
Root .cuttings of Colcus, Jmpaticns 
and geraniums In pcriite, vermlcullte 
or water .'Stock up on your supply of 
firewood.. Cover with plastic sheet to 
keep dry. Mix up a batch of potting 
soil for winter use. Nothing worse 
than trying to do this in mid-winter. 
Pull up and destroy all vines of 
squash, pumpkins, cucumbers, 
especially If you had disease or borer 
problems. - 

' TOADSTOOLS _IN__LAWNS: Fall 
rains' will bring on a rash of 
mushrooms or toadstools In lawns, 
and many are wondering if there's a 
' simple way to get rid of these.' We 
wish there were. Right now. the 
Bimpllst way to handle mushrooms in 
the lawn Is to go out and collect them 
In a basket and dump them. They feed 
-on organic matter (such, as old tree 
roots) and while you may get the top 
pari, the bottom will continue to feed. 
It's a waste of time and money to 
resort to chemical control. Sheets or 
moss In lawns and gardens pose 
another problem, and there's no . 
chemical control for this. Moss in- 
dicates low fertility, plus shade, or 
poor drainage. It does not crowd out 
gross, but merely grows in spaces 
where there Is no grass. Feed your 
lawn now and sow grass. seed so It can 
grow In fall and spring. If your lawn - 

Jogging no 
guarantee 
from death 

STANFORD, Calif. (UPI> - Habit- 
ual exercise does not guarantee pro- 
ion-against sudden death while 
Jogging, according to a study 
published Wednesday by Stanford 
School of Medicine researchers. 

The study analyzed the medical 
hl3torles^r-17-men-ando-woman-who— 
died during or just after jogging, 
between 1373 and 1978. All bu t four 
HodTjeeh exercising regularly for at 
least ir year, and three were running 
more than 100 miles a month. 
. Thirteen died of coronary artery 
disease, three of heart-related 
dysfunctions, one or heat stroke and 
one of unknown causes. ■ -

or garden hasn't been limed in the last 
four years, add some ground lime- 
stone, about 30 lbs. per 1.000 sq. feet. 

NON-BLOOMING WISTERIA: If 
your wisteria (also spelled Wistaria) 
hasn't bloomed in the post 8 years do 
this: dig a ditch around the vine, ll*t 
feet deep, several feet from its base. 
Mix superphosphate . with soil and 
return the earth (use 5,lbs. for each 
inch trunk diameter). This combined 
root pruning and superphosphate 
treatment helps both wisterias and 
even same plants such as dogwoods In 
producing blooms. Of course, If win- 
ters freeze buds of plants no kind of 
treatment (other than protection) can 
help. 

AVOCADO NOTES: If the leaves of 
your avocado turn brown and drop offi 
blame it on overwatcrlng or poor';, 
drainage. Make .sure pebbles are In ' 
the bottom of the pot, and that your 
soil mixture is 1 part each of sand, 
peatmoss, perilte and loam. Clay pots 
do better because there Is less chance 
of overwatcrlng or bad drainage. 

QUESTION OF THE WEEK: "For 
several years I have hung my geranl-' 
urns In our basement garage (un- 
healed). I cover them with a large, 
dark plastic bag and -hang them 
upside down. Last February, when I 
removed them from the bag to repot. I 
found the plants were soggy and 
rotted. I was able to salvage only two 
plants. What caused this?" — B.G. of 
Bellcvuc 



First, ' you shouldn't use black 
plastic bags. Use the transparent type 
to let light In, and the bags should be 
perforated for air exchange. Also, the 
geraniums need only a small amount 
of moisture durlng-wintcr storage. 
Take a piece of cotton, wet, It and 
Insert it down to the roots. Once or 
twice Is often enough to keep the 
plantsnlive. 

"Does it make any difference if 
your water is hard or soft, when you 
Use a pesticide for Indoor and outdoor 
plants?" — T.F. of Tuttle 

Yes, the acidity of the water used In 
mixing a spray has a lot to do with the 
effectiveness of the spray. For 
example, Sevln.(Carbaryl) is a rela- 
tively safe and common pesticide. 
When mixed with water for spraying 
loses half of its strength In from 100 to 
150 days where the pH (acidity) is 6: 
. In 24 to 30 days, where the pH is 7 
(neutral); In 2 to 3 days where the 
water Is 8 (alkaline) and in 1 day 
where the pH is 9 (very alkaline). In 
other words, the more alkaline the 
water is, the more the pesticide loses 
its effectiveness. 

"We recently bought a home and it ' 
has a fair-sized catalpa In the back 
yard. Everyone tells us this tree ■ 
should be cut down because It's so 
messy. Should we remove It?" — R. 
W. of Rupert 

Tree people tell you (t's the worst 
tree you can plant, but after you live . 
with it a while, you get so you sort of 



like It. We had one In our back yard 
for years and the whole family en- 
joyed it. Tree Is "messy" — white 
flowers all over the lawn, ''bean- 
pods" a foot long and rather curious, 
weak-wooded branches, plus large 
hard-to-rake leaves. It has few If any 
Insect or disease problems, gives good 
shade. While many people wish there 
were a fatal catalpa tree disease, we 
have to admit we advise against 
cutting it down. No tree can be all 
bad!

The company rented the Manxman, 
a ship based in Liverpool, to double as 
the Carpalhla. the vessel which 
picked up ihe surviving passengers.

"We've distributed many 
thousands, well beyond 20.000 of the 
machines," said Stan Jarockl. mar- 
keting director for Chicago's Midway 
Manufacturing Corp., U.S. distributor 
of the game. "It's been popular for 10 
months and It looks like It's going to 



continue- that way for another 10 
months." 

Jarockl said production of Space ■ 
Invaders could eventually, double or 
even quadruple that of other popular 
electronic games. 

In Japan, plnball parlors ore in 
llcrce competition with Space In- 
vaders parlors. Students cut classes 
to ploy during the day. businessmen 
drop by gamerooms on their way 
home, bar hostesses patronize them In 
the. early morning hours. The craze 




has snowballed' into Space Invader 
T-shirts, potato chips, even a 
player-rated Space Invaders Club. 

In the United States, plnball parlor 
operators have started putting as 
many as five of the machines in a 
single gameroom — a revolutionary 
Idea considering parlors try to offer 
as many different games as possible. 
The game also is very popular in 
Europe and Is doing well in Canada. 
Jarockl said. 

Space Invaders, plnved on a lelevl- 
slon-llke screen, is based on the "kill 
or be killed", principle - Star Wars 
style. 

Slip in" a quarter and r>5 Invaders 
from outer space appear in cows of 1 K . 
firing laser beams at the player's 
single cannon and moving in a pack 
toward him. The plaver gets three 
chances to dodge the tire by moving 
his weapon from side-to sldc. biding 
behind tour barricades and "shooting 
to kill" the invaders above. 

Once a screen of invaders is de- 
stroyed, another 53 appear ond start 
their attack one row closer to the 
player than their predecessors. 

Points arc racked up for every 
invader destroyed. Most beglnnershil 
around Ihe -100 mark but Jarockl said 
the highest records he kw>w of were 
45.000 In the United States and :IOO.(K>0 



in Japan. 

"The game has great retaining 
power." Jarockl said. "Many games 
arc played.on a time basis but with 
this particular game the player keeps 
on playing as long as he Is not wiped 
out by the Invaders. 

"The game seems to be gaining 
player, appeal os It goes on. It's 
phenomenal. People don't want to 
leave It once they get started. But you 
can't beat the gome." 

The game Is "unbeatable" no mal- . 
ter how great a player's skill, the 
machine challenges him with more 
space invaders. And the belter he Is. 
the faster they attack. » 
. ParLoMhe-'gamelsJascination may - 
be Its Intricate detail and pulsating 
sound — beeps and whines which 
.quicken and heighten as Invaders 
approach their target. 

"I walked Into a really crowded bar 
one night and I didn't even have to ask 
whether or not they had a Space 
Invaders machine," said Kent 
McDlll. 23. a Chlcagoan who spent at 
least SG0 on the game in six months. "I 
could hear that sound clear across the 
room." 

McDill Is one of the game's many 
players who perceive It as an 
electronic fight for survival. 

"It presents a life and death situa- 



tion to you," McDill said. "\_ identify 
very much with thnTliUlc man' of 
mine. When It gets destroyed, I get 
very upset. When you really get Into 
the game, your man becomes a rfart of 
you and, you really tight not to get 
shot." 

Several enthusiasts have written 
distributors to tell them the tricks of 
the game, Jarockl said. 

"People hove gotten Into It and 
really critique it and even they have 
not stopped plnying.lt," he said. "It's 
like a cull of players has developed 
around the game. It's unbelievable." 

"I've played other electronic games 
but they always got boring," said Ken 
Beadling.-21. of Moiling Meadows. 111. 
"For some reason Space Invaders Is 
really addicting. I usually wouldn't 
wait around to play a game but I 
would for this." ' 

Jarockl said the cost of the game is 
comparable to other electronic games 
and that Midway, a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Bally Manufacturing, 
began marketing It In plnball parlors 
ond bars In the nation's major cities.

Speaking up on radio shows

In a nation shortcirculted by energy 
costs, unyielding inflation and taxes 
by the tonnnge, radio talk shows arc 
. becoming high-fidelity beacons of na- 
tional sentiment. 

Unique to our culture, talk shows — 
using a format of host, guest, caller, 
audience — seek and apparently sus- 
tain, according lo national ratings, 
the societal interests o[ the nobility 
and the mobility. Grandees, the 
nouveab rlche the ( middle class, 
swains and pleblans alike respond tn 
;the qucstlorwllscussiorwisten form as 
: a tete-a-tete trlalogue. 

I am the host of one of these 
curiosities, on WRC, the NBC-owned 
and operated affiliate in Washington. 
During a typical week, my guests 
represent a wide range of Interests 
and expertise — auto mechanics, 
■political reporters, psychics, gov- 
ernment offlclals.-novclists, bankers, 
energy advisers, psychiatrists, mag- 
azine and newspaper editors and col- 
umnists. 

Almost as soon as one of these 
guests Is introduced to the listening 
audience, my desk panel lights up 
with phone calls. I respond to an 
average of 20 to 25 an hour, although 
wc receive many more. Some of the 
questions are personal, but most deal 



with shared experiences and quoti- 
dian concerns /or the way of the 
world. ' . ' 

Like our dally bread, our daily 
media apparently sate a basic ap- 
petite. An appetite for shared conver- 
sation. Television, newspapers, mag- 
azines, newsletters and books are 
unilateral communications. They talk 
at us. Their mass of information — 
rumor, gossip, opinion, fact and truth 
accentuates and heightens our - 
sociability and willingness to render 
perceptions, barter feelings, banter 
Ideas, exchange values, twit, razz and 
rail at sclamachies and realities. 

Talk shows are the Instrument for 
instant expression or all this by the 
concerned and lonely, the chatterbox 
and recluse, the outgoing and shy In 
the public and privacte sectors. The 
callers are, of course, concerned with 
all the Big Issues, but, amid the usual 
commentary on Jimmy Carter and 
impending Armageddon, some 
exchanges arc memorable. Here Is a 
sampling of 10 that are typical, some 
of which I've extrapolotcd, condensed 
andparaphrased: 

• To the publisher of one of 
'America's leading newspapers: 

"Why doesn't my Sunday prescription 
to your paper have all the late box 
scores of the baseball games?" 

• To a nsvchiatrlst: "My son-in-law 



disappeared four years ago. Do you 
think he's alive or dead?" 

• To a psychic: "Should I go_to- 
Europe on my vacation?" 

To which the ' psychic replied: 
"Listening to your question, I sense a 
pain In my right side, also my left 
side, also my head. But my feet feel 
good. So I recommend you go south to 
Mexico or maybe Argentina for your 
vacation." 

To which the caller responded: 
, "Thank you, oh, thank you! I'm so 
glad I called!" 

• To a prolific novelist: "Why don't 
yougetaregularjob?" 

• To an auto mechanic: "My 1970 
car has a very cold air conditioner. 
What canldo about it?" 

To which the mechanic replied: "Is 
there a temperature dial on the 
dashboard?" 

To which the caller then replied: "I 
never looked ... how should I know?" 

• To a television critic: "Why do 
the local anchormen always grin, 
even when they're commenting on 

-murders, rapes and fires? They 
always seem to think that they have to 
be performers, even when they're 
reporting on serious news." 

• To a politician: "Where can I 
write to my congressman?" 

• To a question on Immortality: 



:"What did God do before he created 
:AdamandEve?" 

: • Toaspacesclentist: "WillSkylab . 
;faUonmc7" 

: Towhichthesclenttstreplied: "The 
odds against that happening are 6 
billion to 1." ' 

: To which the caller responded: 
: "Then I guess I better just stay In my

Why are you parad- 
ing around on radio as some kind of 
expert?" 

"The expression of one soul talking 
to another was John Ruskin's defini- 
tion of art, while Dorothy Parker 
defined art as "a form of catharsis." 

Emerson said conversation Is "a 
game of circles ... our account of 
ourselves." 

An early definition of radio was 
"telephony."

Inside look at TV, 
radio game shows

' WASHINGTON - Mnxene Fabe 
Is a radio-television game show 
fan. She discovered them when she 
was in the second grade. 
„ "I watch riveted,", she admits. 
"If 11 were me so tested .and 
tempted and tried, could I cut It? 
Would I -be graceful under pre- 

, ssurcTIflwon...!' 

TV was best for her beginning in 
the mid-1950s, when quiz shows 
cluttered the evening air." There 
were "Twenty Question's", "I've 
Got a Secret", "What's My Line" 
and "You Bet Your Life." 

Best, that is, until June. 1955, 
when "The $64,000 Question" made 
its first bow, Fabe writes in "TV 
Game Shows" (Doublcday- 
Dolphln, paperback, $8.95), and 
the whole country went quiz-crazy. 
This losled for about three years, 

_ and then:"We-all-werc to knowthe* 
awful truth. The glamorous big- 
money quizzes had all been 
secretly rigged. Boyish, beloved 
Charles Van Dorcn became the 
John Deanofhisday," 
. "I was involved In deception," 
Van Doran testified. 

That is, he received the answers 
In advance. 

Fabe, a native of Cincinnati, 
graduated with high honors in 
English from Cincinnati Universi- 
ty and rccclvctLa master'sfaegree 
In English from the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

She drove a New York City taxi, 
worked In publishing, and wrote 
horror comics. Now she Is a' full- 
time wriler with a novel and a 
biography of beauty cream queen 
Helena Rubinstein to her credit,

ones the critics, pnn. After all. she 
explains, t.hc once won $590 in casli 
and an encyclopedia. 

A good TV game show Is not an 
accident. Fabe writes. For every 
one seen, a dozen have been . 
worked on and dropped. .. 
. "Wc test and hammer and test 
and hammer." she quotes Mark 
Goodson, whose name is syn- 
onymous with game shows. "When 
you finally get it down so that it 
looks very simple, that one has had 
the most complicated amount of 
work." 

Clearly. Fabe explains, for a 
game show to be magical, to be 
memorable. -II lias lo offer some- 
thing more than glamorous 
celebrities, hilarious comedians as 
hosts, or large sums as prizes. 
Tabt something, she adds, is active 
Involvement of the viewer. 

"If a game show Is any' good," 
Fabe writes, "you the viewer will 
find yourself talking out loud to 
your television — Involuntarily, 
helplessly, unashamedly." 

All radio quiz shows, the author 
says, were routinely manipulated 
a little to Inject the necessary 
suspense — the questions slanted, 
the conlestants coached. 

As for TV. upplng the stakes lo 
$200,000 and higher could not dis- 
guise the basic monotony or a 
qucsllon-and-answcr format, the 
author says. Ratings were drop- 
ping even In the heyday of quiz 
shows.

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Auto stereos that take you there louder

Cruising .down the highway you 
suddenly see Dashing blue lights in 
your rear-view mirror. Funny, you 
think to yourself, there wasnt any 
Bfren. The cop pulls you over and 
starts banging on the window. You 
crank down the window and , he ; 
bellows: ■ 

-iiXurn down the stereo." 

Meekly, you decrease the 
volume of Elvis Costello and ask 
what the problem Is. The cop says 
' he's going to have to cite you for 
ploying at 100 decibels In a 55 db 
rone. 

That may be outlandish to the 
unlnlated, but modern car stereo 
gear can make a lot of noise In a 
very small space. While auto 
horsepower is declining, auto 
stereo wattage Is on the rise. Five 
years ago 5 watts per channel was 
pretty hefty, now 100 watts per 
channel Is true macho. 

Ten years ago car stereo and 
eight track tape wore synonym- 
ous; now cassettes are taking their 
rightful place In the dashboard. 
Anything you can buy (or your 
heme stereo you can buy in 
miniature for your cnr. A complete 
audio system for your vehicle can 
exceed the cost of air conditioning, 
power steering and brakes, and 
cruise control put together. 



The options arc endless. The first 
one you are faced with is whether ■ 
to let Detroit choose one for you or 
do It yourself. To dispel any 
misconceptions, Detroit does not 
choose the auto stereo for your 
car— the dealer does. It's one of the 
dealer's highest markup options. . 

Mos t dealers give you th e worst. _ 
unit available for the highest price 
you can afford. The mechanic who 
does the Installation for the dealer 
Is much better with carburetors 
than electronics. Many have never 
even heard of speaker-phasing. 

Assuming you're content with all 
of this and would rather enjoy the 
convenience of having the stereo 
Installed In your cor when you pick 
It up, you've got one more surprise. 
Most dealers cannot repair 
electronic products. A reputable 
dealer might replace the unit if it Is' 
under warranty. After that, the 
troubles arc all yours. 

You should drive your new 
chariot out of the dealership with a 
nice blank, panel where the radio 
■would have been and head straight 
for the auto stereo shop. 

Here you'll see 30 or 40 choices of 
radio-tape players to spruce up you 
dashboard, and just as many 
speakers, which you can place In 
the rear dcck t doors or even scat 
backs The sign on the wall soys 
the qualified Installers will de- 



corate your car with electronics 
for $20 to $50, depending on what 
you buy and what kind or car it is. 
Here comes your next option. Why 
not save $50 and do It yourself? It's 
not as easy as it sounds. 

If you have built electronic kits 
or do your own engine^ repairs, feci 
at ease with tools 'and own a 
garage, you Just might be able to 
do it yourself. There are -two 
aspects of Installation: mechanical 
andelcctrlcal, 

The former can be hideous, the 
latter only mildly difficult. You 
have to totally dismantle your 
dashboard In many cases. Every 
car is different. Some permit 
relatively easy front mounting, 
which mcansjust sliding the unit In 
the space that was left for it. 
Others dictate a rear mount, which 
means having to get in behind the 
dashboard. 

The third Is a compromise 
involving both of the above 
methods. Finally, there Is the 
sledge-hammer method, which Is" 
where many do-ft-yourseircrs find 
themselves. 

Whether you attack Installation 
with your own ' screwdriver, or 
wisely allow an auto stereo special- 
ists to do the chore, the require- 
ments for proper Installation re- 
main the same. Make sure the unit 
Is firmly mounted and not merely 



held In place by its control shafts. 
Many units come with a mounting 
brace from the underside of the 
chassis to the car. Be certain It Is 
securely attached at both ends. If 
the stereo Is not snug and vibrates 
while you drive, performance and 
longcvlt will rapidly decrease. 

Solder all wires. The harsh 
climate conditions within a car, 
and the vibration, will separate all 
but well-soldered joints. Use duct 
(goffer) tape to wrap connections 
and at all points where tape may 
be needed. It is Incredibly strong 
and lasts forever. 

The speakers must be properly 
phased. If they arc not, a $500 
stereo unit may sound like $49.95. 
The wires coming out of the 
dashboard unit are usually coded 
In some way, such as one wire 
having a stripe or a ridge. The 
speakers will have some sort of 
symbol next to one of their 
terminals. Just make sure that if 
you connect the wire with the red 
stripe to the plus terminal of your 
left speaker that you do exactly the 
same to your right speaker. And 
follow the electrical connection 
diagrams in the instruction 
manual carefully. One wlro-brthc 
wrong place can destroy your 
stereo and even your car's electri- 
cal system. 

You may have noticed by this 



point that It Is assumed you have 
bought an '"In-dash" car stereo. 
There are models that fit under the 
dash, but these should be avoided. 
They generally don't perform as 
well as an ln-dash model, they're 
easy to steal and con be cum- 
bersome. 

There are dozens of fine car 
stereos and even more excellent 
speakers, but not all or them will fit 
your. cor. Small foreign cars 
present a real problem. If you own 
a Honda Civic be prepared to 
sacrifice your glove compartment 
for a permanently mounted stereo. 

On some splffy Imports, even the 
door panels arc too thin to mount 
speakers,' in which case you may 
wish to stick with' a radio. 
Gencraly any full-size Ford or 
Chevy should be no problem, 
although Detroit Is shrinking 
dashboards. Some of GM's new 
dashboards are presenting the 
same problems as foreign cars. Be 
certain lhat the car stereo dealer 
knows your vehicle and can 
guarantee the unit you Choose will 
fit without root canal work. 

So there you stand in front of a 
pegboard display bulging with a 
store's car stereos. It's product 
that Is difficult to display In its 
natural environment. It's also 
difficult to take It for a test drive, 
considering the installation pro- 



blem. 

You'll of course wont to pick a 
unit with AM-FM stereo and 
cassette tape player. Eight tracks 
are Inferior and on the way out. It's 
much easier and cheaper to record 
cassettes at home for highway 
listening. You , can fit three 
cassettes in the space of one eight 
track, and each cassette can hold 
more music. '. ■ 

But the agony of choice Is only 
beginning. 

The amount of power you need 
depends on your car, your choice of 
music, the speakers you select and 
what a wild and crazy guy or gal 
you arc. The Important thing Is low 
distortion. High power means noth- 
ing if It also means high distortion. 
A clean five-watt unit with one per 
cent total harmonic distortion 
(THD) sounds a lot better than a 
20-watt unit with lO-pcr cent THD. 

In the past most car stereo 
manufacturers have conveniently 
avoided printing distortion figures 
because they were so bad. During, 
the pr~t year many have decided 
to come clean. If no distortion 
figured Is printed you may pre- 
sume it Is more than 10 per cent. 
(Home audio receivers measure 
less than .1 per cent THD.) 
There Is no optimal power. If you

He, his 
engineers and disc jockeys, may be in 
for. more adventure than they, 
bargained (or. 

"Maybe angels will keep the shells 
from hitting us," Otis sold. 

If angels aren't enough, the broad- 
casting towers arc decorated with 
white doves symbolizing peace 

The station will broadcast "the 
word of God" every 15 minutes, in- 
terspersing it with music ranging 
from popular Arab song 1 ; In Johnny. 
Cosh and Pat Boone. Boone, who' is 
affiliated with Otis" work, has com- 
posed a song (or the station. Cash, 
Otis soys, has agreed to perform here. 

Other sound effects may peneirale 
_ the station's-microphones: those of 
incoming artillery shells. Otis said he 
plans to leave the microphones open if 
the station is bombarded. 

"We're trying to bring some music 
and happiness, some hope and the 
word of God into Ihis whole area of the 
Middle East,"Otissald, 

The station started on hall power- 
but will transmit on 30,000 watts that 
will put it In range not only ot all of 
Lebanon but Syria, Jordan and Israel. 

Otis has invited soldiers (rom the 
U.N. peace-keeping forces posted lx>- 
tween the ■ guerrilla and Chlstlan 
militias to bring In records (or taping 
so the radio can broadcast music from 
their home countries - Nepal. 
Ireland, Nigeria, Norway, Senegal 
and Fiji. 

Maj. Saad Haddad, the commander 
of Christian 'forces in southern 
Lebanon, gnvcOtls the customs house 
for the use of the radio station. Israeli 
troops led it an empty shell when Ihcy- 
pulled out o( the region In June 1961! 
following their Invasion three months 
earlier. 

Otis, In a gray jogging stilt, said ho 
speaks to" several million people n 
year across the United Slates- and 
-Canada - frem-60 - tcluvislrin-filalioiiK- 
that carry a "Billy Graham-type" 
program. He has written a dozen 
books. 

But this is his first try at running a 
radio station. 

"There's a. lot. we have to learn 
about what we're doing because we're 
Just ordinary people with a dream 
that's going to come to pass," Otis 

^aid. 

He said Haddad and his jnllifia were 
"thrilled" about the addition to their 
Isolated enclave. -Haddad has pro- 
mised to conduct his own talk show. 
He has complained regularly that the 
Christian world Ignores, th e plight

NEW YORK - The Jazz musi- 
cian has always been torn between 
the dictates of art and the dictates 
of the marketplace. Most of [he 
albums listed 011 bestselling jazz 
charts have been heavily influ- 
enced by the latter. Some are 
" blatant forays into pop music by 
musicians who can — and once did 
play Jazz, but are now completely 
assimilated pop musicians. 

Then there" arc the attempts by 
jazz musicians and groups to 
"reach tflp public," or broaden 
their commercial and popular 
appeal. This Is done by recording 
pop tunes, by "spicing up" or 
"sweetentng" ~a recording 
(paradoxically, these are not 
mutually exclusive activities), or 



by recording within a structured, 
often orchestrated framework that 
provides the listener with 0 com- 
fortable cushion for the Jazz solos. 

The albums reviewed here are 
considerable successes at skillfully 
at times artistically — blending 
the demands of art and the 
marketplace. 

* "Children of the World" Stan 
Getz (Columbia Records). Tenor 
saxophonist Getz is no stranger to 
pop success, most "notably with 
bossa nova. Here he teams up with 
Argentinian composer-arranger 
Lalo Schifrin in an album full or 
engaging settings for. tenor .solos, 
that are never less than entertain- 
ing and occasionally quite stunn- 
ing.

JKKOMK - Jerome Building In- 
spector Don Jacobson's business card 
sums up his Job with outright whimsy, 
but he says Ihe problems he and his 
county cohort. Al llepwnrth. face In 
getting people to follow building code 
regulations area serious mailer. 

The two men said last week most of 
the problems stem from people either 
not knowing when n permit is re- 
quired or when to have work checked 
to see that acceptable construction 
standards arc met. 

Jacobson and Hepworth explained 
the permits are nol necessary for 
minor Impnn'cmentssueh ns_palnl-_ 
Trig, ne\V carpeting or shingling a roof, 
ir the new shingles are Just placed 
atopthcoldoncs. 

However, [hoy said permits are a 
mast for any additions made lo build- 
ings. Including garage conversions, lo 
see that not only construction but fire 
standards are met." 

The two inspectors said iliey have 
Ihe authority to charge someone dou- 
ble If they are caught doing work or 
have finished a Job without a required 
permit. Jncobsno and Hepworth both 



said they have not done that yet even' 
though they catch three or four vio- 
lators a week. 

Jacobson slressed they arc not in 
business to harass people. They 
usually jusl inform them they are in 
violation of the Uniform., Building 
Code or clly and county ordinances. 

lie said most people, including on 
occasion professional contractors who< 
should know better, claim they didn't 
think they needed a permit. Hepworth 
added that anytime people have work 
to be done they should contact the clly 
or county offices to make sure what Is 
planned meets legal requirements. 

Jacobson recited an incident last 
year where he found a "pickup con- 
tractor." someone driving through 
the area on the way to another city, 
had charged n city resident for a 
building perm 1 1 but never Imught it.- 
On lop of that irregularity, he said, 
-ihe-work-wasn't done- right and' he 
made the contractor redo 11 until It 
met tJBC regulations. 

The inspectors also cautioned that 
permits are needed for free-standing 
fireplaces and [hat they would like lo 
have anyone building regular 
fireplaces also contact them just In 
make sure something isn't built or 
Installed that will burn a home down. " 

Hepworth. who also doubles as the 
county's zoning coordinator, said if 
people would contact them first' It 



would save a lot of time tracking down 
violators, 

With 25 years En the construction 
business, Hepworth said he can help 
people who may be running into a 

Kroblcm and resolve it for them 
eforc they spend the money building 
something that will have to be lorn out 
and re'done. 

While most people claim innocence. 
Hepworth said he had one contractor- 
tell him the times he got away without 
a permit more than paid for the times 
he got caught working without one. 

Both men salt] they find a lot or 
mobile home owners who have hot 
purchased a $15 permit when they buy 
a trailer home. But it is necessary to 
see that the home Is set up on a solid 
foundation, is located on the right 
property, meets setback standards 
and has proper sewer and- water 
hookups. Ihey add. 

Hepworth has more of ifpnililcm 
with this violation occurring in the 
county than Jacobson docs, the men 
agree. 

"What the whole thing is about is to 
give people quality construction." 
Jacobson explained, "not to make a 
buck." 

"If not for it i the permit system and 
inspections!,:' llepworlh concluded, 
"she'd be a shanty town."

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frank Church: The mud flics over Idaho

The Idaho Democrat's opponents say 
he Isa "political pomographcr." 

That's Just a sample of the In- 
fectives that Church and his oppo- 
nents have been hurling at each other 
In what has escalated Into one of the 
hottest one-candidate political cam- 
paigns ever. 

A Democrat who has survived elec- 
tion challenges for more than two 
decodes In a Republican-dominated 
state, Church this year Is being 
]nbbed not by candidates, but by 
so-called political action committees. . 

■Church's harshest critic in Idaho fs 
the Anyone But Church Committee, 
an ally of the Notional Conservative 
Political Action Committee. The na- 
tional group recently launched a 
$700,000 campaign to defeat Church 
and (our other liberal Senate Demo- 
crats In the 1980 election. . ' 
.. To Church, who chairs the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the 
anti-Church committee Is a "lackey" 
Of the "radical national right," which 
he says more than anything wants to 
dump him from his powerful Senate 



perch. . 

The committee claims Church is out 
of step with Idaho and has voted 
against the wishes of his constituents 
too . many times. Church has been 
attacked (or his support of the 
Panama Canal treaties, cancellation 
of the 1-1 bomber, and other liberal 
issues. 

A recent*' committee advertisement 
that said Church voted for congres- 
sional pay raises resulted In a retrac- 
tion when several persons called the 
anti-Church committee headquarters 
In Boise to say the charge was false. 

Don Todd, chairman of the com- 
mittee, apologized and retracted the 
claim, but in the same breath de- 
manded an apology from the senator 
for "comparing a group of Idaho 
citizens with Adolf Hitler and the 
Nazis, merely because they disagree 
with him." 

"He's a political pomographcr of 
the worst kind," Todd said, referring 
to Church's remarks at a news con- 
ference. 

"They're trying lo discredit me by 



using well-known big lie techniques." 
Church said. "In 'Meln Kampf,' you'll 
remember Hitler said if you tell a lie 
and tell it often enough, people will 
believe it." ' 

According', to Church, the best 
example of a "big-lie" was a loiter 
mailed nationally to thousands of 
voters in July. The letter from an 
organization calling Itself "Stop the 
Baby Killers" labeled Church arid- 
(our others "baby-killing con- 
gressmen." Church said the letter 
was a "bald-faced He," Insisting his 
record showed he favored abortion 
only in extreme cases. 

The vivid abortion letter named 
Rep. George Hansen, R-Idaho, as the 
group's honorary chairman. Church 
easily beat Hansen in the 1968 Senate 
race. 

It Is not the arch-conservative 
Hansen, however, who Is eyeing 
Church's office. It Is Rep. Steve 
Symms, R-Idaho, another con- 
servative, who Is known for his col- 
orful sloganeering and biting crit- 
icism of the federal government and 



Church. 

Symms has not announced his 
Senate candidacy, but he says it is 
probable he will enter the race. 

Recently, though, Symms said he 
feared the anti-Church committee's 
antics might backfire and cost him 
dearly at the polls come November 
1980. Symms publicly has disassoci- 
ated himself from the committee and 
other political action groups In Idaho, 
although he defends their right to "get 
on the soapbox and say anything they 
want." 

Church says Symms Is "letting ABC 
(the committee) do his dirty work 
while he takes the high ground." 

Recently Church demanded that the 
group retract another charge, that he 
cost taxpayers $2,3 billion by voting 
for assistance to New York City. 

Church said the deal in reality 
earned the government $32.3 million 
when the loan was repaid and the 
Interest totaled. But Todd said 
"hogwash" to Church's contention 
thai the loan possibly saved the nation 
from a "financial earthquake." The 



charge was not relractcd. 

"This Is not a question of in- 
terpretation of the facts," Church 
said. "They are there in the U.S. 
Treasury, fn every particular the 
charge Is untrue. It can be checked 
out by simple means. 
. "I won't respond to every charge, 
but I can't let outright lies go un- 
answered."

Anthropologist says 
cannibalism no myth

What is upsetting the world of 
anthropology at the moment is the 
claim that that they never did.

Bubllshcd by the prestigious Oxford 
niverslty Press. 

■ "Despite the massive literature 
alluding to cannibalism." lie wrote, 
"the author finds that there Is no 
satisfactory first-hand account of tills

have reported cannibalism but, ho 
argues, there has never been an 
unimpeachable eye witness to' the.

„ Anthropologist Edmund Leach was 
one of those quick to take Issue with 
Arens. He said in the pages of New 
Society that he found It hard to believe 

; that the author was serious. He went

-r»qtes;"cannrballsm"is a'horror story" 
fantasy which may be encountered in 
all parts of the world. Innumerable 
anthropologists, including myself,

' monsters who live on the other side ot 
the hill, regularly engage in can-, 
niballsm, Incest, bestiality and all 

; mariner of other atrocities. 
" "It is also true' that many early 
travelers were very gullible and naive 
about such matters. Indeed the 
missionaries often hod a -vested Mer- 
est In exhibiting the local natives as 

. utterly depraved. Many of the cases of 
cannibalism which arc recorded In 
the ethnographic literature of earlier 
centuries are certainly fictitious.'.

Leach points out that cannibalism Is 
a fashionable subject for controversy 
among American anthropologists at 
present because, he said, two of them, 
Michael Harncr and Marvin Harris, 
"have been plugging the improbable 
thesis that the human sacrifices 
which were prevalent among the 
Aztec at the time of Cortes's coquesl 
of Mexico were a crucial source of 
animal protein among the population 
and that it was a general shortage of 
such protein which explains the pre- 
valence of cannibalism among many 
groups of Indians In Central and South 
America at that period."

Stora Kopparberg. a centuries-old 
Swedish firm, purchased the right to 
manufacture and distribute Mlcro- 
lam and olher Trus Joist products In 
18 nations. 

"They knew they had lo convert 
what logs they have left to the highest 
-possible-value. -said Thomas, -'-'-They- 
looked at the various technologies and 
decided ours was the best In the 
world." 

Economic uncertainties, however, 
have caused Trus Joist to reconsider 
some of its expansion In favor of a less 
ambitious agenda. 

Trus Joist President Walter C. 
Minnick says the firm has 
"mothballed" one of lis 14 plants, a 
facility at Dubuque, Iowa. And plans 
for a third Mlcro-lam manufacturing 
plant have been scrapped temporarily 
as economic Indicators point deeper 
into a recession. 

Trus Joist's story, like many others 
in business, has a less-ihan-lnsplring 
beginning. 

"Troutncr and I started with $8,000 
and a few broken dow'n pieces ot 
equipment," Thomas says. "We real- 
ly didn't have anything to lose, so we 
kept right on going up. "
